semblies about 500 are independent,

o f the fact that the preponderance 


o f circuit bureau promoted ehaulau- 


quas is so heavy, very few. if any,

have* nearly all sturdily kept up the 


tight, for independence and have re - 


I'used to give up their prerogatives 


of selecting their own program and 


keeping their own profit s. 


The rapid growth of 
the 
circuit 


ehautauquas is due to the fact that 


s o m any bureaus are* booking them 


exclusively and not to any choice of 


the* individual committee's as between 


the* circuit 
or 
independent 
plan, 


gradu ally the 
circuit 
ehautauquas 


are learning their lessons and are 


more and more selecting their p ro­ 


gram s a net attending to their own a f ­ 


fa irs in just such a m anner as any 


of her business would he conducted. 


F o r 1914 nearly fifty o f the so-call­ 


ed circu it became independent and 


put on 
their 
own 
programs. 
The 


prospects are that for 1915 
double 


that number w ill become independ­ 


ent. The facts o f the ease are these: 


An independent program 
costs 
no 


more than a so-ealled circuit. 
The 


cireu it seldom if ever leaves any pro­ 


fits in the local treasu ry. 
The inde­ 


pendent ehautauquas are 
gradually 


building up their assets and becom­ 


ing institutions in the various cities 


n which they are located. 
The c ir­ 


cuit ehautauqua means an entertain­ 


ment course sim ilar to that pi,iced in 


over 1,000 other towns o f the United 


States. 
The independent chautau- 


qua means a local institution con­ 


tin u ally w orking fo r the local in ter­ 


ests, both financially, m entally and 


m orally. 
As to liab ility to loss, it is 


exactly as great in the one as in tlit*

For the first time since it was dis­ 
covered that messages could be trails- j 
milled through the ether without the ' 
medium of wires a human voice on ! 
board a ship at sea was in long com­ 
munication with land. 
Every word that Dr. D. G. McCaa, 
an inventor of Lancaster, Pa., uttered 
from the deck of the Old Dominion 
steamship Tyler was heard plainly 
through the medium of the telephone 
apparatus now in common use, in the 
New York Herald office. 
A telephone instrument was connect­ 
ed by wire with an instrument in the 
Herald radio station at the Battery. 
New York. That instrument was con­ 
nected directly with the aerials, or 
antennae, 
high 
above 
the 
station. 
Those aerials caught the spoken voice 
of Dr. McCaa as it came through the 
ether from the Tyler, and instantly 
the voice was heard by the person 
holding the receiver to bis ear in the 
newspaper office. 


Opens U p B ig Possibilities. 
The test proves, according to ex­ 
perts, that wireless communication is 
upon the threshold of Its greatest for­ 
ward step; that a person on shore, in 
his home or his office may pick up the 
same telephone that he has been using 
for years to transmit land messages 
and be placed in communication quick­ 
ly with any person on board a steam­ 
ship at sea. 
Furthermore, it means, according to 
these same experts and approved by 
steamship men, that every vessel at 
sea may now be in communication at j low 
all times with other vessels and with 
the land by a simple apparatus that 
does not require a specially drilled 
operator, as does the wireless tele­ 
graph. The master of a freight vessel 
may stand on his bridge and speak in 
an ordinary voice into his wireless 
telephone instrument and be heard by 
his agents ashore or by other vessels. 
Soon after the Tyler, bound for Nor­ 
folk, Va., passed quarantine in New 
York harbor Dr. McCaa got into di­ 
rect telephone communication with the 
Herald. 
“ Hello, nera Id radio station!" came 
a voice into the station. This was an­ 
swered by wireless telegraphy. 
Then 
came the voice again: “ This la Dr. Mc­ 
Caa, on board the Tyler. 
Let U3 talk 
to one of the editors, please.” 


Voice P lain ly Heard. 
A receiving instrument in the Bat­ 
tery station was connected directly 
with the telephone company’s system, 
and a connection was obtained. 
“ Hello! 
Hello!” came the voice as 
plainly as though the speaker were 
only a few feet away. 
“ This Is Dr. 
McCaa. 
I am on board the Tyler, 
bound out in the direction of Sandy 
nook.” 
Messages went back and forth most 
of the night and long after the Tyler 
had turned the corner of Sandy I look 
and was far on her way to Norfolk. 
Dr. McCaa’s interest in w ireless tele­ 
phony dates from the first practice 
tests of wireless telegraphy by Signor 
Marconi In 1902. “ I thought then." he 
says, “ that if it were possible to trans­ 
mit dots and dashes it must also be 
possible to develop the wireless tele­ 
phone. 
“ My first work was of an experimen­ 
tal nature with wireless telegraphy. I 
then applied my mind to X ray work, 
and next I applied myself to develop­ 
ing my theories In regard to wireless 
telephony.” 
Dr. McCaa is thirty years old. 
He 
was graduated from the Medico Oil 
rtirgical college in Philadelphia in 1903

when the car turned turtle two miles 
west of Richmond on the National 
road, lias again directed attention to 
the “ murder tra ct” of Wayne county. 


Facing tlu* scene of the automobile 
accident is a strip of land uncultiva­ 
ted and rank with underbrush and 
weeds. 
In its center stands a de­ 
serted house known as the “ Haunted 
House.” 
The man who 
committed 
the first murder in Wayne county re­ 
sided in the house. 
About the house 
and tract center a 
grewsomo series 
of murders, suicides and horrible a c­ 
cidents. 


When Henry (Trust on April 
1, 
1897. was hanged at Salsbury, first 
county seat, whose site is now oblit­ 
erated. the place of execution bor­ 
dered the murder tract and the gal- 
faced the house. 
George Kcm, son of the Rev. * 
eph Kcm, lived in the house iu 1887. 
J ust to tin* north of the tract lived 
Rachel Whitaker. 
One* Kundav a f­ 
ternoon George Kcm called on the 
young woman. 
The last seen of the 
girl alive she was walking down a 
lane toward the murder house with 
Kcm. 
1 he next day her body was 
found in a brush heap near 
the 
house. 
Although Kern’s shoes fitted 
tracks in tlie* soft mud 
and 
blood 
was lound on his coat, lie was a c ­ 
quitted. 


More history was added to 
the 
tract in 18(ii -08 when a man named 
To-na cro>sel it to the J oe Roe farm, I 
to flic west, and was taken hack a 
corpse. 
Roe was butchering hogs 
when hosna arrived, 
( almlv jacking 
up a sharp pointed 
knife, 
Rosna I 
tested it on his 
thumb, indicating 
the region of his heart, and stabbed 
himself to death. 


After his lather had dreamed for 
three nights in succession that lie 
had seen a hearse drawn 
by 
two 
black horses drive to their home on 
the murder tract, J ohn 
Kem 
was 
brought home the victim of a limit­ 
ing accident. 
W hde coon hunting, a 
11cc which he and 
his 
companion^ 
had cut down broke a limb from a n­ 
other tree and killed him. 
This w a s 
in 1871. 


In March of the next 
year, 
the 
body of an itinerant butcher, uniden­ 
tified, was found in a field across the 
road lrom the tract, 
flu* man, who 
carried a complete kit of butchers 
tools, had climbed a tree* and hanged 
himself with a belt. 
His body was 
sus|H*ndod several days until the licit 
broke and let it fall to the ground 
where it was found. 
While sitting by her child’s cradle 
on November 2, 
188!), 
Met’lcllan 
Miller s sister had a premonition of 
her brothers’ death. 
She imagined 
she saw him lying in a corn field be­ 
tween two rows. 
Later 
the 
body 
was found in a field adjoining the 
tract. 
Death had been caused bv a 
rifle ball and was attributed to the 
accidental discharge of his own gun. 
J ust to the south a double trag­ 
edy occurred a few days ago when 
Alexander and Raymond Meek were 
shot to death by a neighbor in a 
family feud over a partition fence. 
1 lie last of the extraordinary ser­ 
ies of tragi» deaths which have hup- 
l» ened in and around the mysterious 
house on the murder tract were those 
resulting from the automobile wreck 
on the night of J uly 3, when Miss 
Ada Kelly and M i s s Imogene Smith 


l o s t their lives. Five other occupants 
d the car were so badly bruised that 
they will ho disfigured for life.

Whether They Do. 


THEN HE W ILL GET $1.25 A DAY 


No Penalty is Provided. Rut Pro­ 


vision is Made for Period From 


July I to August 20. 


That it is optional with land own­ 
er- along Indiana’s county and town­ 
ship highways whether they will ent 
the weeds along the highways from 
.Inly 1 to August ‘JO, of eaeli year, 
receiving $1.25 a day for sneli lahor, 
is a point made today by Gilbert II. 
Hendren, state 
examiner 
of the 
state 
hoard of 
accounts, 
in 
an 
opinion given to ('. V. Hodgin, trus­ 
tee of Union township. Montgomery 
county. 
The opinion is of wide in­ 
terest throughout the rural districts. 
It follows: 
In response to your inquiry of this 
day. will 
say that 
Seel ion 7807. 
Burns* R. S.. provides 
that 
land 
owners shall (-lit all briers, thistles, 
burrs, dock and other noxious weeds 
crowing along or through their lands, 
within the period beginning Ju ly 1 
and ending 
August 20 each 
year. 
This law was enacted in 1S97. 
The 
aet is broad and it does not seem to 
have been modified or repealed 
by 
subsequent enactments. 
Section 2 of this act provides that 
when the land owner shall have d< - 
stroyed the weeds in the highway ad­ 
jacent to his land under the direc­ 
tion of the road supervisor of his 
district, he shall he entitled to credit 
on his road taxes at the rate of $1.25 
a day for the time occupied in doing 
the work. 
B y Section 3 of the 
act, if 
the 


any resident property owner of the 
road district to do such work, and 
give him like credit therefor on his 
road taxes. 


W I 
Xo penalty is provided for failure 
to do the work by the land owner, 
and the supervisor i* not authorized 
to “ warn out’’ the land owner to do 
such work. 
It seems to he optional 
with the land owner as to whether 
he will do the work 
and get credit 
t he re for. 


While the highway superintendent 
is required by Section 7757, Burns* 
R. S., to*“ keep all side ditches open 
so that the 
road will bo 
projierly 
drained,” and to keep ‘‘grass’* out of 
the roadbed, he is not authorized to 
“ warn out'* order or direct tin* land 
owner to cut or destroy weeds in the 
highway. 


in my judgment, the 
purpose 
of 
the statute was to enable the land 
owners to destroy the weeds in the 
highways along their farms, and to 
get credit for the work on their road 
taxes, hut that there is no way to 
a xes.hutt halt heroisnowayt-o 
compel the land owner to do the work 
unless lie so desires.
